Tho Hon Mi 
Trutch, the Briiifh Columbia Commioa- 
ionor, had said at the dinner givon him 
in Onawa thaiCuuada might have at-k- 
ed iwenly yoara to oonsiruot a ruHroud, 
Instead of binding herself to build it ut 
ft more- limited period.' ' The reporter 
does not inform us whether Mr Bluke'n 
was an altir-dinper epeoch ; but tho 
above extruei would lead us lo co'icludc 
that Bueh was tbe oaao.
